landfill site and policing

A meeting was held on 
Wednesday, March 8th be- 
tween Centre Hastings and 
Madoc Township to discuss 
shared services such as the 
landfill site as well as the OPP 
contract proposal. 

With all members from 
each council present the 
meeting:was chaired by Cen- 
tre Hastings Reeve Tom 
Deline. Due to discussion of 
funds and expenses much of 
the meeting could not be re- 
ported though council never 
officially went into a closed 
session. 

The first em of discus- 
sion was the landh 
Centre Hastings councillor 

ivid Schulz told the coun- 
cillors they would soon have 
io have a study done at the 
site so they could get their 


il site 


certificate of approval - 


changed to expand the use 
of the site. Schulz stated 
they would have to get, the 
study done. send it to the. 
Ministry of- Environment 
with a cheque and whether 
the report was acceptable by 
the MOE or not they would 
not get their funds back. 
Schulz explained the 
study would require holes 


being drilled at the site to see 
how much garbage is already 
in there, how much more 
garbage can be placed in the 
site and to see what the leech 
rate is. The study will give 
the two councils an idea of 
how many more years they 
will be able to use the site. 

"We should be able to get 
as many more years out of 
it as we've put in,”’ Reeve 
Deline stated noting the site 
has been operational for 
about 30 years. 

Schulz pointed out the 
MOE is being extremely 
strict with these studies and 
will not accept any guesses, 
everything must be perfect. 
He also added the ministry 
will not accept any studies 
that are over one year old so 
the study that was done just 
last year is not acceptable by 
their standards. 

Centre Hastings council- 
lor Larry Mitz said he found 
it difficult to spend all this 
money on a study which 
could tell them either they've 
got 30 years left in the site 
oF could say they have only 
got a few years left. 

Reeve Deline said another 
option would be to close the 
site and have all the garbage 
trucked away. but the aver-° 
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age cost for that is $90 a 
tonne plus there would be 
the added expense of build- 
ing a transfer station. 

"We don’t have to do the 
study but if we don't we 
could be in worse shape.” 
Deline pointed out. 

Centre Hastings Deputy 
Reeve Walton Reid made the 
motion to have the stud 
done but Deline pointed out 
it would be better to let 
Madoc Township discuss it 
first and then let Centre Hast 
ings know what direction 
they would prefer to take 

It was Reeve Tom Deline 
who began discussion on the 
policing contract. Speaking 
of the meeting held on 
March. Ist and his concern 
over pricing Deline stated he 
realized the things he said 
sounded harsh but added. 
know what I'm trying to Say 
but it doesn't always come 
out that way.” 

Deline explained he ts 
very concerned about what 
will happen if the current $90 
cap per household is lifted 
and what that would mean 
io tax-payers. He also noted 
he didn't feel the 78/22 per- 
cent split would-be whatac- 
tually comes down but

Mr. Langdon was the 
former Director of the 
Prince Edward County 
Board of Education and prior 
to joining the Hastings and 


.Prince Edward District 


School Board, had been Di- 
rector of the Operations and 
Field Services Branch of the 
Ministry of Education. 

*The Board swore in its 
newest member, Marlene 
Castellano, the representa- 
tive of the Mohawks of the 
Bay of Quinte. Mrs. 
Castellano is a retired pro- 
fessor from Trent Univer- 
sity and has been a leader in 
native studies education. 
She is featured in our mil- 
lennium calendar and is 
warmly welcomed by the 
Board. . 

*Wanda Butcher, local 
President of the Elementary 
Teacher's Federation of 
Ontario, made a presentation 
to the Board on professional 
development initiatives. She 
emphasized the co-operative 
and supportive relationship 
that exists between our 
teachers and the Board. 

*The by-laws of the 
Board require the Executive » 
Committee to consist of five 
trustees (Board Chair, Vice- 
Chair, Past-chair, Chair of 
the Program & Human Re- 
sources Committee, and

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OMAFRA offices closing

' Following a December 2. 
1999 announcement by Min- 
ister Ernie Hardeman, just 
about all of those offices will 
be closing. The Minister of 
Agriculture, Food and Rural 
Affairs shows no intention of 
backing offon the closing of 
the 32 offices.in southern 
Ontario right from Windsor 
to the Quebec border. 

For a number of reasons, 
that decision is hard to un- 
derstand and impossible to 
accept, especially from a 
province where agriculture is 
credited with more that $6.8 
billion dollars in sales yearly, 
and with the creation of al- 
most 700,000 jobs. 

When Lieut. Gov. Hilary 
Weston delivered the Ontario 
Government's speech from 
the throne last year, she dut- 
lined some of the accom- 
plishments of Ontario agri- 
culture. Surely this govern- 
ment realizes those accom- 
plishments didn’t just “hap- 
pen”. 

Ontario agriculture has 
moved forward using the lat- 
est technologies available and 
for many farmers those tech- 
nologies were introduced ei- 
ther directly or indirectly 
with the assistance of staff 
from OMAFRA’s field of- 
fices. 

Are similar advancements 
as likely to come in the fu- 
ture as they have in the past. 
given OMAFRA’s reorgani- 
zation? We at the Ontario 
Federation of Agriculture 
certainly hope so, but right 
now it’s not clear how that 
can happen. 

OMAFRA has promised 
13 resource centres to re- 
place the 32 Ag Offices but 
the details are sketchy on just 
how the majority of farmers 
will get the information they 
need from those centres. 
What is clear is that face-to- 
face contact under the new 
plan is gone! 

Minister Hardeman’s De- 
cember 2 announcement 
pointed to the use of a toll- 
free phone line to the re- 
source centres or the use of 
the ministry's Internet site as 
ways of getting the informa- 
tion into the hands of farm- 
ers. 

For some that may work, 
but my experiences with toll- 
free lines and my neigh- 
bour’s inability to access the 
Internet tell me there will be

a lot of frustrated farmers 
left to make important dec1- 
sions on their own. 

OFA’s executive met re- 
cently. with Minister 
Hardeman to outline the 
farming industry's key con- 
cerns with his plan to save 
the government money by 
closing Ag Offices and lay- 
ing off staff. He wasn't in- 
terested in reversing any of 
the announced decisions and 
showed little flexibility. 
Maybe that’s to be expected 
from government. 

Minister Hardeman did 
offer some hope to OFA’s 
executive when he talked 
about working with OFA to 
identify gaps in services to 
farmers across the province 
under the new scheme. He 
also said the ministry would 
be willing to conduct a re- 
view to determine if 
OM*AFRA’s new shape is 
meeting the needs of farm- 
ers in Ontario. 

OFA will insist that On- 
tario farmers can get the in- 
formation and service they 
need from OMAFRA in an 
efficient and tmely manner. 

The OFA understands the 
need to control spending be- 
cause it too lives within a 
budget, but our concern is 
that a once-great industry 
could eventually be reduced 
to a shadow of itself all be- 
cause the Government of 
Ontario decided to move its 
service to farmers one or 
two steps further away. 

If the farmers can't ac- 
cess OMAFRA's services as 
offered has the government 
lived up to its commitment 
of economic growth for all 
sectors? The OFA doesn't 
think so!

Council 
questions who 
should make 
regulations

Stirling - Intensive farm- 
ing operations continue to 
concern area municipalities 
and this was indicated as 
Stirling-Rawdon council re- 
ceived two pieces of cqrre- 
spondence regarding the 
matter at their meeting on 
Monday. 

The first piece of corre- 
spondence was a copy of a 
letter from Leona Dom- 
browsky, MPP to Doug 
Galt, MPP regarding the in- 
tensive agriculture review 
wherein she noted that she 
recognizes the economic 
demands on Ontario's farm- 
ers has made intensive agri- 
culture operations necessary 
to ensure that products are 
produced in a competitive 
manner. In the letter she also 
suggested that the commu- 
nity's concern with environ- 
mental issues is very real and 
that the lack of enforceable 
regulations and guidelines 
play a much larger role. She 
also pointed out her concern 
about the potential burden to 
municipalities if they are re- 
juired by the province to 
plav a key role in the en- 
forcement of regulations. 

\fter reading the letter 
\lavor Marian Bastedo at 
she too is concerned about 
the requirements and the en- 
forcing of them. 


That's a concern to me 


is well,"’ Deputy-Mayor Pe- 
ler Kooistra stated. “If .the 
province puts these laws in 
effect who's going to en- 
force them?” 

While the letter was basi- 
cally for information pur- 
poses only council decided 
it would be in their best in- 
terest if it was forwarded to 
their Planning Committee.

Councillor Dale Grant 
said he wasn’t sure about the 
way it read because of con- 
cerns he has over being able 
to simply build a barn for 
nine or ten animals. He added 
if you're a farmer and want 
to build a barn but your 
neighbours protest it then 
you could easily be out of 
luck. 

"| think the entire opera- 
tion should be regulated by 
the province,” Grant stated. 
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t was pointed.out. how 
ever, that whatever is built 
has to remain within the mu 
nicipality’s by-laws. 

‘| think it's important that 
the government define what 
s intensive.

“ouncillor Grant added. 
‘As far as intensive farming 
vou'd have a pretty 
hard time finding a place in 
Rawdon Ward."

Handling livestock 


by Bruce Ward 


Have you ever been 
around cattle that won't go 
where they are supposed to” 
Often the cattle handlers are 
yelling at them or wying to 
out run them as they head 
towards the gate. Training 
cattle to do what:you want 
in a quiet manner is as much 
about training the handlers as 
itis about training the cattle. 
The handler must be- aware 
of how animals react to 
events going on around 
them. 

i was lucky enough to see 
animal behaviourist Dr. Tem- 
ple Grandin from Colorado 
State University speak. Dr. 


Grandin and others have: 
been studying behaviour and. 
how it relates to handling 


facilities. She stressed an 
animal's first impression is 
a lasting one. Fear memories 
cannot be erased. They are 
deep memories and you 
must do a lot of “teaching” 
to overcome these fears. 
Handle the animals carefully 
the first time ‘and.it will be 
easier to handle them later. 
Squeezes that hurt the cat- 
tle’s necks make them: more 
difficult to get back into the 
chute and headgate the\next 
ime. 

A new experience can be 
a big stressor. Introduce new 
objects or situations slowly 
and make them attractive to 
the animal. Something thatis 
novel can be attractive, but 
can also be a scary thing if it 
moves or comes at them 
quickly. 

Livestock are sound sen- 
sitive. Sounds usually signal 
danger. Whistles and yelling 
are strong stressors and only

serve to work cattle up. 
Visually stock are sensi- 
tive to contrast and shad- 
ows. They don’t want to go 
into an Opening that appears 
as a dark hole.

OFA knows there are pro- 
ducers reluctant to use this 
new. science on their farms 
but at the same time we feel 
producers deserve the free 
dom to access it and incor 
porate it into their farm man 
agement practices

operation consisting of 
breeding stock. government 
registered hatchery. growing 
facilities. and federally-in- 
spected processing plant 

Earlier this vear Flintshire 
Farms received HACCP rec- 
ogniuon from the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency. 
HACCP stands for Hazard- 
ous Analysis and Critical 
Control Pornt. Flintshire 
Farms sought the destina- 
tion, as many of the coun- 
tries they deal with demand 
this high standard of food 
safety. The NASA space 
program developed the food 
safety system. 

With their background in 
biology Ken and Katherine 
worked to change the col- 
our of their birds from their 
natural dark feathers to 
white. 

Dark coloured feathers 
leave some of their pigmen- 
tation in the flesh of the bird 
when plucked. Although not 
harmful, the dark spots do 
give the carcass an unappe- 
tizing spotted appearance. 
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Ken said they raised their 
last ring-neck in 1995. As 
there is only one other strain 
of white pheasant jn the 
world, in Wisconsin, they 
don't sell their eggs or 
chicks to other pheasant 
farms. Why help your com- 
petitor! 

It took them 15 years to 
develop the “Flintshire 
White” -but the effort paid 
off. Not only are their birds 
a hit in the U.S. and places 
like Japan (Flintshire ts the 
largest supplier of pheasant 
to Japan in the world), Ven- 
ezuela and Barbados but they 
are now getting serious en- 
quiries from the Philippines. 
Future plans called for 
breaking into the European 
market, where a HACCP 
designation is a must. 

The Hooks, at present, 
market over 60,000 birds 
annually. However, their goal 
is to increase their market 
share and to this end they 
have purchased a Christmas 
tree farm adjacent to their 
property. As the trees are 
harvested they will expand 
their operation. 

The Hooks start raising 
their birds from eggs in Feb- 
ruary, by July the birds are 
mature enough to start the 
production process. July to 
Christmas is their peak pro- 
duction period. It takes 25 
davs to hatch a pheasant egg 
and 18 weeks to grow tt to 
market weight. Cocks aver- 
age three and a quarter 
pounds dressed out and hens 
two and a quarter. 

At peak production 5,000 
birds a week are processed. 
A federal inspector 1s on-site 
to oversee production. Once 
killed and de-feathered the 
birds are “aged” overnight 
before going to the cutting 
room. This makes them 
more tehder, Ken explained. 

How the bird is cut for

market, depends on the mar- 
ket. Ken said the Japanese 
want the legs and neck left 
on, whereas the America 
market wants them re- 
moved. 

Flintshire Farms has two 
large freezers where they 
can store over 20,000 birds 
plus the speciality products 
they produce such as the 
smoked pheasant fillets 
which are a favourite with 
some of the world’s finest 
chefs. 

Flintshire Farms is a suc~ 
cess story for Lennox & 
Addington. They have not 
only built a world-wide repu- 
tation for themselves but also 
provide employment locally 
for up to 30 people during 
their peak production period.

Continued from 9-A 
animals’ faces or casting 
deep shadows. They must be 
able to see an escape route 
as they. go through the han- 
dling facility. 

Look at what your ani- 
mals are afraid of and try to 
remove these stressors from 
the alleyways and chutes. 

Details bother animals. 
Do as Dr. Grandin does and 
walk through your system at 
animal level. Make a video of 
what you see and review it 
several times. Little things 
like a foam cup in the chute, 
a plastic bottle tied to a post 
and rattling around, people 
moving around outside the 
chute or the reflection off a 
car windshield sending 
bright light through the gap 
between the fence boards 
can be the cause of balking. 
Solid sides work best for 
chutes and crowding gates 
eliminating any visual dis- 
tractions.

One 
such service is having a psy 
chotherapist as a staffmem 
ber so if a child needs that 
service they do not have to 
be placed on a waiting listto 
receive if, itis readily avail 
able whenever it is needed

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OFA: fighting for the farmer

The Ontario Federation 
of Agriculture has been in 
existence since the 1930's 
and has, since its formation, 
fought for farmers and the 
betterment of farming. 

Jim Hair, Member Serv- 
fice Representative for 
Northumberland, Hastings, 
Lennox and Addington, ex- 
plained the OFA ts a grass- 
roots, farmer-led organiza- 
tion that has grown to be- 
come the largest voluntary 
farm organization § in 
Canada. The OFA has built 
on the self-help and coop- 
erative spirit of the farm 
community to promote pro- 
grams and policies which 
are farmer-driven and pre- 
serve the distinctive charac- 
ter of the agricultural sec- 
tor. 

"It’s a grassroots, farm 
organization that has all its 
policy created and lobbied 
for by farmers,” Mair added. 
"There are all kinds of or- 

anizations that have paid 
Fbbyists, but in OFA it's the 
farmers themselves that 
elect the President at the 
provincial level and an ex- 
ecutive and a board of di- 
rectors and they create the 
policies." 

The OFA advocates 
strong provincial and fed- 


eral policies to ensure that 
Ontario farmers have a cli 

mate in which to thrive. Over 
the years the‘organtzation has 
undergone numerous 
changes and overcome 
many challenges.dDuring the 
‘30's and '40’s the OFA lob 

bied for the orderly market- 
ing of products and for bet- 
ter farm credit. In the 1970's 
a Stronger emphasis was 
placed on member services 
and the OFA began its suc 

cessful fight against propert# 
taxes on farm land. In the late 
80's they founded the On 

tario Agricultural Training 
Institute, providing farmers 
with an opportunity to 
strengthen their farm man- 
agement skills. 

"We have OFA member- 
ships and ‘they're $150 for 
each individual farm,” Hair 
said. “It (the money) is used 
to run our offices and to’ 
have a person like me in 
every two to four counties. 
It takes a lot of money to 
develop policy and promote 
it to the powers-that-be and 
make sure it happens. It also 
takes a lot of money just to 
hold the meetings.” 

The OFA is split into the 
provincial organization and 
each county has a separate 
federation that meets once a 
smonth and does a number of 
different things. They repre- 


t 


sent the county farmers 
municipalities and take are: 
interest in zoning and th 
municipal plans and by-law 
and other municipal govern 
ment jnvolvement. Th 
membership for Hasting 
County is approximately 7% 
anumber which Hair said | 
good when you consider th 
number of farms that ar 
actually making a commet 
cial amount of money. 
The OPA, naturally, is in 
volved with the intensity 
farming operations in th 
area because, as Hair ex 
plained, most of those farm 
belong to the OFA.

The “key words.” Set. 
Shaw says are “your ability.” 

The law deals with spe- 
cific individual ability. he ex- 
plained... 

“What the law says is | 
don ‘t have the nght to dimin- 
ish my skill level.” 

In order to Operate a mo- 
tor vehicle safely, Set. Shaw 
Says drivers must have 
“clean multiple motor func- 
tions. 

“They need to do mult- 
ple tasks at the Same. time. 
and do them well. When you 
add alcohol into the picture 
they can't perform those 
multiple motor functions.” 

Bad driving, he says. 1s 
often a “characteristic or 
symptom of impaired driv- 
ing. 

He told the group that 
over his 30-vear career. 
which includes supervising 
regional traffic units, he has 
discovered that the “vast 
majority” of drinking drivers 
are not nabbed at RIDE 
checkpoints .but for aggres- 
sive driving, like speeding. 

This fact, he stressed, 
does not diminish the impor- 
tance-of the RIDE program. 
But it does underscore a 
troubling reality that some 
drivers are able to “mask” 
their impairment. = 

“The vast majority of 
drinking drivers who were 
not apprehended at RIDE -- 
the ones that are the great- 
est danger to society -- the 
initial observation was 
clean.” 

Set. Shaw says scientists 
have established that the first 
two things that are “impacted

vision and judgement. 

“But none of us here or 
in the police community have 
the tools to measure judge- 
ment,” he said, puzzling over 
the reason why people from 
all walks of life and levels of 
education get behind the 
wheel after drinking. 

“Now we have people 
who don 'tdrive aggressivels 
or with incident suddenly the 
first thing they do ts drive 
over the speed limit. They 
don't do that every day of 
their life.” 

They are gripped by a 
“false sense of bravado.” 

But what they also find 1s 
that even in the early stages 
of impairment people begin 
to do “forced. robotic mo- 
tions.” 

“There is nothing fluid 
about them.” Sgt. sont 
says. 

If they were compelled 
to take evasive actions “they 
simply would not have the 
skills and resources” to do 
so. 

“At some point in ume a 
critical judgement will be 
there and you simply won't 
be able to respond.” 

He says it is only “good 
luck and good fortune” there 
aren't more people killed. 

What science has also 
established is that between 0 
and 30 mgs. of blood alco- 
hol content there is “almost 
nil involvement in motor ve- 
hicle collisions.” 

At the 30 to 50 mgs. 
stage they “start to see some 
impact. From 50 mgs. to 80 
mgs. there is a “significant 
contribution” to collisions. 

And regardless of toler- 
ance or skill, Sgt. Shaw says 
that once a person reaches 
the 100 mgs. stage “their 
likelihood of being inyolved 
in a serious collision is 15 
per cent greater than when 
they are sober.” 

The “killer level” in On- 
tario, he says, 1s 130 mgs. 
-a“relatively low level.”

“The high, high people 


(300 to 400 mgs.), seldom 


do we ever find these peo- 
ple speeding. Most often they 
are driving relatively: slow. 
They know they should not 
be on the road. : 

“What you see are these 
single motor vehicle coll- 
sions with very minimal dam- 
age and a high, high blood 
alcohol level with someone 
slumped over the wheel 
And vou often have to carry 
them to your car.” 

But drivers with the lower 
blood alcohol levels going 
130-140 kph. are a “time 
bomb waiting fo 0 off.” 

“If they survive an acct 
dent they will be very luck, 
it is almost guaranteed thes 
will suffer long-term 
trauma.” 

“When they have a crash. 
the violent trauma. energy 
and crushing impact on the 
body is very. very signift- 
cant.” 

What outrages Set. Shaw 
is the fact that lawyers will 
plead with judges about their 
client's “marginal” blood al- 
cohol level. 

“It's not marginal at all.” 
“That's the thing 
they would like people to buy 
into.” 

The people police arrest 
at the lower levels are often 
people who are “really, re- 
ally under control” but 
whose judgement, sound- 
ness of decision and con- 
duct deteriorates quite rap- 
idly after a few beers. 

“Where's the explanation 
for this person now going 
down the road at 130 kph?” 
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Set. Shaw says thesmmure 
also the people who can, 
through an “alarm reaction,” 
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impairment for short periods 
of time -- perhaps ata RIDE . 
check -- because of the sud- 
den fear of losing a licence 
for a year, insurance rate 
hikes or the social sigma of 
arrest. 

He says police are “con- . 
stantly criticized” for not : :

Inexpensive preventive 
maintenance on vehicles re- 
sults in a longer vehicle life 
and saves money on major 
repairs down the road. Re- 
gardless of the age.of the 
vehicle, the following pre- 
ventive maintenance and 
safety steps can preserve the 
condition and performance 
of the vehicle. These steps 
are not only economical for 
you, the consumer, they also 
benefit the environment in 
which everyone must live. 

Here are a few tips you 
can follow: 

« Always consult your 
owner’s manual, but a good. 
rule of thumb is to have the 
oil and filter changed regu- 
larly, every 3,000 to 4,000 
miles. 

* Have all fluids checked, 
including brake, power 
steering, transmission/ 


transaxle, windshield washer 
solvent and antifreeze. These 
fluids play a large part in the 
safety performance of the 
vehicle. 

+ Check tire inflation. 
Underinflated tires can result 
in a loss of fuel efficiency.

* Keep your engine tuned 
up. A fouled spark plug or 
plugged/restricted fuel injec- 
tor can reduce fuel effi- 
ciency by as much as 30 
percent. 

* Have your vehicle’s 
chassis lubricated frequently. 
This step extends the life of 
the moving components of 
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the vehicle’s suspension sys- Automotive technicians can save you money by offering

« Check battery cables 
and posts for corrosion, and 
clean them if needed.

Undercar ‘boot’ inspection can save time and money 


More than 90 percent.of 
the passenger cars builtin the 
last 10 years are equipped 
with rack and pinion steer- 
ing and front-wheel driveline 
systems. A leading cause of 
premature failure and costly 
repairs in these systems is 
deterioration of rubber or 
plastic boots used to protect 
their internal parts from 
moisture. 

The No, | enemy of these 
boots is exposure to gravel 
and to chemicals like oil and 
power steering fluid. The 
older the vehicle becomes, 
the more likely it is to be af- 
fected by these factors. 

Cold weather also has a 
deteriorating effect on the 
rubber compounds used in 
some boot ‘brands. Some 
boots on the market will 
crack in very cold weather, 
enabling contamination of 
metal components from 
moisture.

by the vehicle owner can 
save both time and money.

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In the effort to get away 
from asbestos in your car's 
brake material, manufactur- 
ers have introduced semi- 
metallic pads and shoes. Al-

Semi-metallic: fact and fiction about a new-age friction 


What is brake fade? 
Brake fade is the reduc- 
tion ini sliding force between 
the surface of the brake pad 
(or shoe) and the rotor (or 
drum), according to Radae. 
Fade occurs as the pad tem- 
perature rises and the resins

« My technician has 
used the term “brake 
fade” when talking about 
my car’s braking system.

in the pad begin to “boil.” 
The vapor then acts as a lu- 
bricant, preventing direct 
contact between the pad and 
the rotor. 

The point at which the 
fade becomes noticeable to 
the driver, he adds, depends 
on the composition of the 
pad, the area where the pad 
contacts the rotor and the 
ability of the brake system 
to lose heat. 

- Do semi-metallic pads 
reduce brake fade? 

Yes, for the most part. 
And, because today’s brak- 
ing systems generate higher 
temperatures, more manu- 
facturers are installing semi- 
met pads, because they con- 
duct heat more effectively 
than asbestos pads. 

Asbestos tends to retain 
heat at the friction surface, 
leading to fade cohditions; 
semi-met tends to transfer 
heat from the friction sur- 
face, thus reducing fade. 

« Why are brake tem- 
peratures higher on newer 


vehicles? 

Mostly because today’s 
cars are lighter in weight. 
You would think this should 
reduce temperatures, but it 
has increased them because 
of the way auto designers 
have reduced the weight. 

Front-wheel drive has re- 
duced overall vehicle weight, 
but it also has put more 
weight in the front end of the 
car. An older, rear-wheel car 
might have 55 percent of its 
weight up front; a newer, 
lighter-weight, front-wheel- 
drive car may have up to 80 
percent of its total. weight 
there. That means higher 
temperatures for that car’s 
front brakes. 

Another reason is the 
change in size of braking 
components. Roto?s now 
are made smaller to reduce 
weight, but that also gives a 
smaller surface from which 
to lose heat. Some rotors 
aren teven ventilated, which 
would allow cooling air to 
pass through. 

» What are other ad- 
vantages of semi-metallic 
pads? 

On cars with the higher 
braking temperatures, Radae 
says, the semi-mets will give 
longer life, better brake bal- 
ance and improved fade re- 
sistance. 

- If my car has asbes- 
tos pads, can I replace 
them with semi-metallic 


pads? 

This generally is not a 
good idea, but under severe 
conditions where high tem- 
peratures are present, they 
may improve overall per- 
formance. It’s still best to 
use whatever the vehicle 
manufacturer suggests. Be 
sure that the high-tempera- 
ture symptoms are not 
caused by another problem 
in the system before you do 
install new pads. 


+ Why are some semi- 
metallic pads more expen- 
sive than others? 

1) The longer the metal- 
dic fibers in the pads, the bet- 
ter the strength of the final 
product and the higher the 
cost. 

2) Some low-cost semi- 
met pads are made with the 
same basic compounds as 
the asbestos pads (with 
semi-met material in place of 
the asbestos) and don’t in- 
clude the special resins and 
modifiers of better semi-met 
pads. This results in poor pad 
life, noise problems and a 
generally inferior product. 

3) Quality manufacturers 
recommend additional pro- 
duction, testing and inspec- 
tion Operations that other 
suppliers forego to reduce 
their final costs. Leaving out 
quality-control steps ulti- 
mately affects the overall 
quality and price.

Areas of the axle and

clicking noise while driving 
can be another indication of 
a problem. 

Many of the same late- 
model passenger cars also 
are equipped with rack and 
pinion steering systms. 
Most rack and pinion gears 
have rubber or plastic boots 
at each end to protect the 
steering gear and the socket 
attaching the linkage to the 
steering gear. 

You can inspect these 
boots for the same problems 
as the drive-axle boots. Look 
for rips or tears that allow 
moisture and road debris into 
the gear. Check to make sure 
all boot clamps are secure. 
If a boot is loose or torn, it 
should be serviced as soon 
as possible. Delay in replac- 
ing the boot could cause 
wear in the linkage’socket or 
Steering gear. 

Also worth checking, are 
the rubber suspension bush- 
ings that help control vibra- 
tion, dampen noise and 
maintain alignment. Suspen- 
sion bushings can be in- 
spected for signs of missing 
components, distortion, off- 
center condition, damage 
from contamination by oil, or 
the presence of cracks or 
Splits in the rubber. 

Whenever you hear or see 
anything suspicious, take 
your vehicle to a qualified 
technician for inspection. 
Inspection is inexpensive 
compared to possible repair 
costs if steering and driveline 
problems are neglected.

There is no 'right way or wrong 
way' to grieve, workshop on 
Living with Grief told

Tweed — Despite their 
pain adozen people attended 
a workshop here on “Liv- 
ing with Grief.” The pri- 
mary focus of the workshop 
was for those suffering grief 
due to the loss of a loved 
one. Those in attendance 
were told there was no right 
or wrong way of dealing 
with grief. , 

Grief is part of life. And 
grief has different stages. 
Not everyone experiences all 
Stages, nor is there a set 
pattern to them. How one 
deals with grief is a personal 
thing, but ‘there is help for 
those who are having diffi- 
culty getting over it. Some- 
times they never do, com- 
pletely. 

The workshop was held 
at the Gateway Community 
Health Centre on March 
14%. Guest speakers in- 
cluded United Church min- 
ister Rev. lan McAvoy, 
Gateway physician Dr. Se- 
bastian Leon and Jon 
McConnell, of McConnell 
Funeral Homes. All three 
praised the participants for 
their courage in coming out 
to what essentially was a 
public forum. 

Part of the healing proc- 
ess is sharing and express- 
ing one’s grief. Strong emo- 
tions kept bottled up are de-

Mr. McConnell, a funeral 
director for 25 years, said 
while he had no set therapy 
for grieving family members, 
the funeral service itself was 
a form of therapy. He pre- 
faced his remarks saying of 
those in attendance ° ‘I see the 
pain in your eyes,” but noted 
their presence was a healthy 
sign. Mr. McConnell said 
death and funerals were ta- 
boo subjects for years. Now, 
he said, people are starting 
to think about death and fu- 
nerals and are prepared to 
talk openly about them. “Five 
years ago this group 
wouldn’t have happened,” he 
said. 

McConnell spoke of stu- 
dents touring his funeral 
home and their comfortable 
attitude towards death. He 
admitted part of this is be- 
cause of their youth. To 
them, he said, death is years 
in the future, but he sees in 
their attitude a positive sign 


society is preparing to talk 
‘about death and funerals, in 


particular. 

Mr. McConnell said one 
of the things people are most 
uninformed about is funer- 
als. He said funerals are a 
stressful time for family and 
friends of the deceased but 
cautioned against “hurry 
through it. Take time to say 
goodbye.” 

Rev. McAvoy spoke of 
some of the common stages 
of grief listing them as de- 


nial, anger, depression, guilt; 


bargaining and finally ac- 
ceptance. He stressed these 
are all normal reactions to 
death and it is a myth that 
only weak people experience 
them 


Rev. McAvoy said denial 
is mostly associated with 
sudden death, but it is also a 
normal reaction even when 
death is know to be inevita- 
ble for some period of time. 

Anger too is normal, he 
said. Sometime the anger is 
directed at the deceased as 
in “why did they leave me 
alone.” Or the anger could 
be self-directed where peo- 
ple wondered if they had of 
done something differently 
death could be avoided. 

Depression is part of the 
healing process. It’s natural 
to be depressed when some- 
one loses 2 loved one, he 
said. However, if the depres- 
sion goes on toe long then

‘the individual should seek 
professional help, be that 
talking to a doctor, a mem- 


‘per of the clergy or a coun- 


sellor. 

Guilt, while normal, is 
often inappropriate Rew. 
McAvoy said. 

Then there is bargaining 
where an individual may pray 
to God that they will change 
their own lives if only He will 
let a dying person live. 

Rev. McAvoy said one 
aspect of sudden death he 
doesn’t like to hear is some- 
one saying, “it was God’s 
will.” “I don’t think it is al- 
ways God’s will when 
someone dies.” 

Finally there is accept- 
ance, it is then that a person 
can go on. 

Dr. Leon spoke on de- 
pression following some- 
one’s death. He said that 
sometimes it is a result of an 
unresolved issue with the 
dead person and this results 
in the grief process being 
extended. 

Dr. Leon, who had those 
in attendance arrange their 
chairs in a circle, spoke of 
some of the symptoms of 


depression and advised if 
anyone was experiencing 
any or all of them to the ex- 
tent it was severely affect- 
ing their lifestyles to seek 
help. “If it hurts to live, get 
help,” he said. “There is a 
tremendous amount of help 
out there.” 

With Dr. Leon’s encour- 
agement some of those 
present spoke about their 
grief. It was a poignant end- 
ing to the workshop. 

Barry Flanigan, a social 
worker at the Centre and one 
of the facilitators of the 
workshop said when they 
decided to hold it “we had 
no idea if anyone would 
come.” He praised the cour- 
age of participants, not for 
just attending, but interact- 
ing with the presenters and 
each other. He said it was 
important people know what 
resources were available at 
the Centre and invited par- 
ticipants to visit if they 
needed help. 


Pat Dobbs, a Gateway 
outreach worker, who also 
help facilitate the workshop, 
echoed that.

important it is that Canada 


remain a country of various 
nationalities. 

The first speaker was Bob 
Godkin, Executive Director 
of Quinte United Immigrant 
Services out of Belleville. 
Godkin has spent the past 13 
years involved with various 
multi-culturalism organiza- 
tions and has been the ex- 
ecutive director of QUIS for 
the last five years. 

Born in Toronto, Godkin 
explained his mother was 
from Denmark while his fa- 
ther came from Irish de- 
scent. He explained that 


* QUIS services immigrants as 


far north as Bancroft. The 
services they offer are to help 
newcomers to Canada to 
settle comfortably and adjust 
to their new surroundings. 
Some of these services? in- 
clude helping the immigrants 
with their English, tutoring 
them, helping them to find 
employment and to help 
them with finding housing. 

Another service provided 
by QUIS is cultural profiles. 
Godkin noted this service is 
generally provided to 
churches, schools and li- 
braries but can also be pro- 


vided to families upon re- 
quest. 

The Quinte United Immi- 
grant Services has been in 
operation since 1987 and in 
the past few years they have 
seen approximately 172 new- 
comers to this area each 
year. He added in the late 
1980's and early 90's those 
figures were closer to 600 © 
to 700 immigrants per year. 


‘The immigrants that come to 


this area are predominantly 
Vietnamese or Spanish 
speaking. 

Godkin explained the 
number of immigrants enter- 
ing the Quinte area has ta- 
pered off in the past few 
years because the govern- 
ment decided to start send- 
ing immigrants into large ur- 
ban areas such as Toronto, 
Vancouver and Montreal! but, 
in coming years, the focus 
will again shift to smaller 
communities. 

“All of these places will 
be blessed,” Godkin stated 
referring to smaller commu- 
nities in this area who will, 
in future years, see an in- 
crease in the number of im- 
migrants in the population.

Parsons to embark on his 
one-man crusade. 

Cheap food policy 

In a hand-written letter to 
the Prime Minister he com- 
posed while on the road Mr. 
Parson wrote, “the media and 
urban voters must know 
that Canada has a cheap food 
policy for its people and that 
farmers cannot compete on 
the world market with over- 
seas subsidies, (namely the 
USA and Europe). With their 
subsidies running between 
40% and 50% of a farmer's 
income compared to our said 
6% here in Canada, the 
cheap food here in Canada 
is at the expense of farmers 
and we need a satisfactory 
subsidy to survive and make 
a living let alone a profit.” 

Seeks Royal help 

Mr. Parsons even sent a 
letter to Queen Elizabeth im- 
ploring her to help Canadian 
farmers. In the letter he tells 
the Queen his daughter Emily 
suggested he write asking 
for her help. 

In one section of that let- 
ter he writes, "The large 
multi-national grains buyers 
and agricultural suppliers and 
Government cause us to be 
caught in a dictatorship re- 
gime, almost as if they want 
us gone as Hitler's plan dur- 
ing the last war.” 

He concludes by writing, 
"please give us your support 
as Queen of England, 
Canada and the Common- 
wealth before more destruc- 


-tion to rural Canada rears its

A native of England where 
he farmed for 25 years Mr. 
Parsons came to Canada 10 


years ago. He and his family

$19,000, “way below the 
poverty line.” A proud man, 
who doesn’t believe people 
should rely on government 
when they can help them- 
selves, nevertheless had to 


turn to the British Calumbia 
Medicare plan. One of his 
daughters ts diabetic and he 
said they trv to buy her medi 
cine themselves but with 
their dwindling income thes

Continued from page 7-A 
friction is reduced or vary- 
ing, as when the pavement 
is wet. 

“Do not pump the brakes 
- doing so discards all the 
benefits of ABS,” says Dr. 
Leonard Evans, principal re- 
search scientist at General 
Motors. “The way to avoid 
traffic crashes is to drive 
carefully and allow suffi- 
ciently generous safety mar- 
gins, so that you avoid situ- 
ations requiring hard or 
emergency braking. How- 
ever, if you are in a situation 
calling for emergency brak- 
ing, and your vehicle has 
ABS, apply firm, steady 
pressure to the brake pedal, 
and continue to apply ituntil . 
the emergency is resolved. 
The ABS will pump the 
brakes for you, so as to re- 
duce the risk that your vehi- 
cle will skid out of control, 
and will increase your abil- 
ity to steer the vehicle as its 
speed decreases.” 

If you are in a collision, 
the lifesaving ability of air 
bags has been well-docu- 
mented. What many drivers 
might not think about is the 
importance of having the air-. 
bag system serviced by 
properly trained profession- 
als after it has deployed. 

An air bag cannot be 
“repacked.” In fact, the bag 
and many of the system’s 
parts are not “repairable.” 
They must be replaced. The 
parts are designed for each 
specific vehicle. For the sys- 
tem to function correctly in 
another collision, the proper 
parts must be purchased and 
installed by a qualified tech- 
nician. : 

If you are buying a used 
vehicle that has an air bag, 
ask if it has ever been de- 
ployed and, if so, where the 
system was replaced. If the 
air bag in your Own Car was 
deployed in an in accident, 
make sure it is feplaced by 
qualified technicians.

SUV tires aren’t just for the dirt

and traction on highways 
and streets. Closely resem- 
bling a passenger tire,. the 
HT has an all-weather de- 
sign, quiet ride and the long- 
est tread life of the three. 
Acting as a bridge be- 
tween the HT and MT, the 
AT tire is designed for mod- 
erate on-highway and mod- 
erate off-highway use. The 
AT tire offers a more ag- 
gressive tread pattern and 
heavier construction. In ex- 
change for this increased 
durability, there are minor 
sacrifices in the areas of 
noise level and ride comfort. 
As its name indicates, the 
MT tire is designed for 
heavy off-highway and light 
on-highway use. The MT 
tire design characteristics 
give ita much different per- 
sonality than the HT. The MT 
has the,most aggressive 
tread pattern, featuring deep, 
wide grooves, allowing off- 
highway drivers to conquer 
anything in their path. The 
grooves grip loose dirt and 


rocks, pulling the vehicle. 


through any terrain. Due to 
the off-highway tread, the 
noise level is greater than 
that of the HT and AT. 
After choosing the right 
tire, how you care for your 
tires greatly affects their on 
and off-highway perform- 
ance. The old saying, “pre- 
vent problems before they 
occur,” is as true with your 


tires as anything else. We 
recommend the following list 
of “tire checks” to be per- 
formed on a regular basis: 

* Conduct visual inspec- 
tions once a month to ensure 
that your tires are void of 
any cracks, punctures or 
other problems. You may 
have to get dirty, but it may 
keep you from being 
stranded out on the road. 

* Check each tire’s infla-, 
tion pressure every three to 
four weeks to ensure each 
is inflated to its proper pres- 
sure. Inspect tires more fre- 
quently in colder months, as 
they tend to lose pressure 
quickly during cold weather. 

* Balance and align your 
tires once a year. Unbalanced 
tires can produce a vibrat- 
ing steering wheel; this can 
lead to uneven tire wear and 
suspension damage. Wheels 
that do not point straight 
cause rapid and irregular tire 
wear. 

* Rotate your tires every 
5,000 miles to further ensure 
even tread wear. 


Daily maintenance of 
your tires and your driving 
style are both important and 
can affect the performance 
of your tires. Simply follow- 
ifig some basic driving tips, 
like avoiding quist.starts, 
hard cornering and brake 
lockups, will promote safe 
driving and actually save you 
money.

is hot true and in actual fact 
immigrants create more jobs 
in Canada than they take. He 
pointed out that Vancouver's 
booming economy is some 
what due to the large portion 
of Asians in that city. 

Another myth surrounding 
immigrants is that they are 
unskilled and uneducated. 
Again, this is not true. Godkin 
stated if you talk with some 
taxi drivers in Toronto you'll 
find they are usually profes- 
sionals of some field but. due 
to a long waiting list and Ipts 
of red tape. it takes them up 
to five years before they can 
practice their trade here in 
Canada. 

Other myths Godkin 
looked at were the beliefs that 
immigrants live in poverty, 
they commit mofe crimes and 


share pf taxes. He explained 

” these. foo, are all untrue and 
added it is myths such as 
these that add to the paib- 
lem of discrimmation and 
racism. 

Ending his speech 
Godkin read quotes from 
various famous people 
such as: “Hate ts like acan- 
cer, it doesn't matter if you 
have a little cancer or a lot 
of cancer... it's snll cancer” 
by an unknown author.
